decided that Brothers was the an­ 
swer to the oft-repeated question 
here, "Who killed Lingle?” She 
sobbed as she passed among the 
spectators and went into a witness 
room and hid unwittingly locking 
herself In. 
It was nearly a half 
hour before a baliff could be found 
to free her. 
Wnile the jury had agreed not 
to discuss this unusual trial, it was 
reported that there was one point 
in the case that caused them to 
deliberate so long. 
It was not 
stated what It was, but It was point­ 
ed out by court observers that It 
might have been the Inability of 
the state to prove the motive for 
the murder, and it might have been 
the failure of Brothers to take the 
witness stand.

LONDON, April 4 —An erupting 
v o l c a n o on Kuchierabe Island, 
Kagoshima Prefecture in southern 
Japan, today drove hundreds of 
villagers on its slopes from their 
pomes in terror. 
Messages from Osaka indicated 
that the dormant volcano, becom­ 
ing suddenly active, shot tons of 
hot ashes and lava into the air.
